"ad­ 
vanced” methods.

Yet many 
ills 
remain unremedied, 
many things undone. 
The trouble is 
we have learned to trust too much to 
system, too little to human nature. 
The true lesson to be drawn from a 
century of system-mongering is not 
one of discouragement, but one of re­ 
newed confidence in human beings, of 
renewed willingness to throw the bur- 
dent not on the machine but on man. 
V* hen there is a railroad accident w*e 
read much about 
block-signals 
and 
automatic switches and other devices. 
A contributor to the Atlantic Monthly 
has shown in a series of articles that 
it is the man that counts; it is not 
the system, but the employe that 
wrecks the train or sends it safely 
through. 
One of the hardest lessons 
that America has had to learn, re­ 
marks Youth’s Companion, is that 
the substitution of 
democracy 
for 
kingship did not eliminate the evils 
of government. 
This does not mean 
that democracy is a failure, but that 
democracy is good or bad according as 
the members of the democracy 
are 
good or bad, wise or foolish. 
For the 
American who realizes this, the idea 
of democracy becomes sacred, impres­ 
sive, a glorious burden. 
The Amer­ 
ican who does not realize it, but trusts 
that the republican form of govern­ 
ment will save him, is not fit to vote. 
It is men, not courses of study, that 
make universities; good men, not “Des 
Moines ideas,” or “Galveston ideas,” 
that make good 
city 
governments; 
honest people, and not methods of 
election, that choose honest senators; 
men and not systems or machines that 
make the world.

Mexicans, however, revolted against 
a foreign sovereign. 
Maximilian was 
defeated, tried for treason, sentenced 
and shot 
Maximilian, shortly before 
his death, declared 
that the young 
boy, Augustine de Iturbide, was to be 
his heir, as he could thus combine in 
one person both native and foreign 
claims. 
After the death of Maximilian and 
the establishment of a republic for a 
second time, the Iturbides returned to 
Washington.

Prince Iturbide was widely known for 
many years. 


Suffering recently from a severe ill-

Prince Iturbide now 
asserts that he has renounced all po- 
litical ambitions and

It was there, in 1863, that the prss 


ent Prince Augustine de Iturbide was 
born. About a year later Maximilian 
archduke of Austria, was called by the 
Mexican monarchistlc party to come 
to this country and take possession 
the monarchists 
offering 
him 
the 


throne of an emperor. Maximilian, \vlio 
was aided by Napoleon III., acceptec 
the invitation, landed in Mexico anc 
was, for a tEms, an unhappy and pov 
erty-stricken 
monarch. 
The 
native 


Mexicans, however, revolted acainst 
a foreign sovereign. 
Maximilian was 


defeated, tried for treason, sentenced 
and shot. 
Maximilian, shortly before 


his death, declared that the young 
boy, Augustine de Iturbfds, was to be 
his heir, as he could thus combine In 
one person both native and foreign 
claims, 


After the death of Maximilian and 


the establishment of a republic for a 
second time, the Iturbldes returned to 
Washington. 
Young Augustine was 


placed at Catholic colleges and also 
traveled abroad extensively. 
A man 


of wealth, the most exclusive society 
of nations was his own and for many 
years he enjoyed the life of a social 
butterfly. 


While atlll a young man he returned 


home, and, as a lieutenant, entered the 
Mexican army, but having issued a 
proclamation which was regarded as 
disturbing to the government, he was 
put in prison, then exiled, so that now, 
while he is not formally forbidden to 
set foot In his native land, it would be 
unwise for him to do so.

trols the monastery 
known as the 


Mount of the Holy Sepulchre. 
While 


the prince will wear no habit, his life 
will be one of quiet and devotion and 
far from all worldly amusements. This 
order was founded in the Thirteenth 
century by St Francis of Assist, and 
numbers many thousands In its ranks, 
some of the members belonging to tha 
mendicant orders.

The anclen 
tree gradually lost life and it was 
nearly dead when it was decided tw 
years ago to make an effort to 
suscitate It. A great hole had rotte 
in its trunk as a result of the burn 
which it bad received at that spo' 
This cavity was scraped clean and wa 
filled with cement. The dead wood o 
the upper trunk and branches was re- 
moved and careful 
treatment 
given 


every part of the big tree. 


In order to still further protect thi 


historic tree an iron fence was bull 
around its trunk to keep the vandal 
away from it. The tree began to pu 
out new foliage and twigs last year 
and this spring it is showing evidence 
of a complete rejuvenation. It seem 
to have begun a new growth in all o 
its branches and there is much re- 
joicing on the part of the people, who 
revere its age and wonderful history.

Believers in progress are often dis- 


heartened to find that the many mod- 
srn Inventions to make life better have 
not fundamentaally changed mankind. 
The human being is the same creature 
that the very oldest writings portray, 
and yet men go on contriving systems 
and 
"improved" 
devices 
and 
"ad- 


vanced" methods. 
The last hundred 


years have been rife in discoveries and 
inventions. 
A cure has been found 


for every conceivable 111, and a method 
has been found for doing everything. 
Yet many 
Ills remain unremedied, 


many things undone. The trouble is 
we have learned to trust too much to 
system, too little to human nature. 
The true lesson to be drawn from a 
century of system-mongering Is not 
one of discouragement, bul one of re- 
newed confidence in human beings, of 
renewed willingness to throw the bur- 
dent not on the machine but on man. 
When there Is a railroad accident we 
read much about 
block-signals 
and 


automatic switches and other devices. 
A contributor to the Atlantic Monthly 
has shown In a series of articles that 
it is the man that counts; it is not 
the system, but the employe that 
wrecks the train or sends It safely 
through. 
One of the hardest lessons 


that America has had to learn, re- 
marks Youth's Companion, Is that 
the substitution of 
democracy 
for 


kingship did not eliminate the evils 
of government 
This does not mean 


that democracy is a failure, but that 
democracy is good or bad according as 
the members of the democracy 
are 


good or bad, wise or foolish. For the 
American who realizes this, the Idea 
of democracy becomes sacred, Impres- 
sive, a glorious burden. 
The Amer- 


ican who does not realize it, but trusts 
that the republican form of govern- 
ment will save him, is not fit to vote. 
It is men, not courses of study, that 
make universities; good men, not "Des 
Moines ideas," or "Galveston ideas," 
that make good 
city 
governments; 


honest people, and not methods of 
election, that choose honest senators; 
men and not systems or machines that 
make the world. 


America's Art Possibilities. 


With such a broad basis to work on, 


It is not impossible that the artists 
in America are going to 
keep 
us 


pretty well Interested in their future 
work. 
No other band of men 
has 


worked so bard to overcome obstacles. 
The artist feels his triumphs when he

one must be accustomed to them. We 
always form an idea as to what these 
dishes should taste like, and our first 
experience with them is always dis- 
appointing. It you must eat these na- 
tional products ot the kitchen, order 
them in the best hotels or at the first- 
class restaurants, for there they are 
idealized by careful preparation and 
superior ingredients. 


The writer gives special 
warning 


against the dishes with queer names 
which are served in Austria and ad- 
vises tourists to ask what these prepa- 
rations are before ordering and eating 
them. As an example he quotes "Hun- 
garian partridge," 
which 
may 
be 


found on nearly all bills of fare. 
This 


is really a dish made of pork "leav- 
ings," namely, ears, tails, muzzles, etc., 
'and aa little like the name as the 
Englishman's cheese preparation is 
like a Welsh rabbit."

Tea consumption In Germany is very 
slight compared with other nations, 
the Germans ranking fourth in 1903 
with a consumption of less than two 
ounces per head of population, 
as 


compared with the British six pounds 
per bead, the Russian 15 ounces, and 
the Dutch 1% pounds. The French 
consumption is very small, and re- 
mains at less than one ounce per 
head.

HEIR TO THRONE OF MEXICO 


FORSAKES WORLD. 


Renounces All Political Ambition and 


Will Devote Life to Literature 


and 
Writings — Chosen by 


Maximilian as Successor. 


Washington.—Prince Augustine de 


Iturbide, gcandson of the great libera- 
tor of Mexico, heir to a throne, man 
of the world, educated, widely traveled 
and a member of the jeunesse doree of 
many European capitals, has forsaken 
the ways of the fashionable world and 
joined the Third Order of St. Francis. 
In Washington fashionable 
society 


Prince Iturbide was widely known for 
many years. 


Suffering recently from a severe ill- 


ness, he has of late spent many months 
in the hospital. Prince Iturbide now 
asserts that he has renounced all po- 
litical ambitions and 
that 
he 
will 


never make any attempt to regain his 
claim In Mexico. He expects to de- 
vote bis life mainly to literature and 
writings of a theological character. 


Interwoven with 
the 
life of 
the 


prince is the romantic history of the 
land of the cactus for the last hundred 
years, and the melancholy fate of the 
Austrian archduke, Maximilian. 
By 


right of descent from 
the Emperor 


Iturbide, as well as from the fact that 
he wag declared heir by Maximilian. 
Prince Ituvbide would be entitled to 
the throne of Mexico were that coun- 
try to again become an empire. The 
Emperor Iturbide was born in 1783 
and led the revolt cf the colonies, then 
known as 
New Spain, against 
the 


mother country. This war began in 
1S21 
and lasted seven months, ending 


'n the success of the colonies, the 


leader of the army, Iturbide, becoming 
emperor. This state of affairs 
was 


concluded in about a year by the ab- 
dication of the emperor, who sailed 
for Europe, where he made his home 
some time. 


Learning that his native land was to 


be made the object of an attack by 
the European 
powers, Iturbide 
re- 


turned to Mexico only to find the re- 
public which had existed during his 
absence had made a law that his life 
should be forfeited should he again set 
foot on Mexican soil. He was seized 
and put to death. 


This was In 1S24. The family of the 


emperor came to this country, settling 
in Washington and Philadelphia. 
It 


was in Washington that the emperor's 
son, Angelo, met 
Miss Greene of 


Georgetown, and after their marriage 
they went back to the City of Mexico. 


It was there, in 1863, that the pros- 


ent Prince Augustine de Iturbide was 
born. About a year later Maximilian, 
archduke of Austria, was called by the 
Mexican monarchistic party to come 
to this country and take possession, 
the monarchists 
offering 
him 
the 


throne of an emperor. Maximilian, -who 
was aided by Napoleon III., accepted 
the invitation, landed in Mexico and 
was. for a tims, an unhappy and pov- 
erty-stricken 
monarch. 
The 
native 


Mexicans, however. revolted acainst 
a foreign sovereign. 
Maximilian was 


defeated, tried for treason, sentenced 
and shot. Maximilian, shortly before 
his death, declared that the young 
boy, 
Augustine de Iturbfde, was to be 


his heir, as he could thus combine in 
one person both native and foreign 
claims. 


After the death of Maximilian and 


the establishment of a republic for a 
second time, the Iturbldes returned to 
Washington. Young Augustine was 
placed at Catholic colleges and also 
traveled abroad extensively. 
A man 


of wealth, the most exclusive society 
of nations was his own and for many 
years he enjoyed the life of a social 
butterfly. 


While still a young man he returned 


home, and, as a lieutenant, entered the 
Mexican army, but having issued a 
proclamation which was regarded as 
disturbing to the government, he was 
put in prison, then exiled, so that now, 
while he is not formally forbidden to 
set foot in his native land, It would be 
unwise for him to do so. 


The Third Order of St. Francis con- 


trols the monastery known as the 
Mount of the Holy Sepulchre. While 
the prince will wear no habit, his life 
will be one of quiet and devotion and 
far from all worldly amusements. This 
order was founded In the Thirteenth 
century by St Francis of Assist, and 
cumbers many thousands In Its tanks, 
some of the members belonging to tha 
mendicant orders. 


FAMOUS TREE REJUVENATED. 


Growth Under Which Cortex Wep\ 


Has New Lease of Life. 


Kansas 
City, 
Mo.—The 
famous 


Noche Triste tree at 
Popotla, Old 


Mexico, has been given a new lease of 
life and H may survive for a few more 
centuries. It was on the night of July 
1, 1520, that Cortez was driven with 
his army of Spaniards out of the city 
and down the long causeway that leads 
to what is now Tacubaya. It was a 
night of sorrow for the 
great 
con- 


queror. It seemed that disaster had 
finally overtaken him and that his

plans for making a great empire in 
the new world must fail. His fleeing 
army was panic stricken. It is related 
that Cortez was unable to calmly bear 
the burden of his defeat 
and 
that 


when he .reached the overspreading 
branches of this great cypress tree, 
which even in that day is said to have 
been a giant among giants of the trees 
in the valley of Mexico, he sat down 
and wept. From that day to this the 
tree has been known as the tree of the 
sorrowful night. The age of the tree 
is problematical. It probably was hun- 
dreds of years old when Cortez made 
ft a historic landmark. That 
hap- 


pened nearly 400 years ago. 


The first evidence of decay of the 


tree was apparent about 30 years ago 
as a result of a fire which 
swept 


through the forest where it stood. Its 
trunk was seriously burned and 
its 


branches began to decay. The ancient 
tree gradually lost life and it was 
nearly dead when It was decided two 
years ago to make an effort to re- 
suscitate It. A great hole had rotted 
in its trunk as a result of the burns 
which it had received at that spot. 
This cavity was scraped clean and was 
filled with cement. The dead wood on 
the upper trunk and branches was re- 
moved and careful 
treatment 
given 


every part of the big tree. 


In order to still further protect the 


historic tree an iron fence was built 
around its trunk to keep the vandals 
away from it. The tree began to put 
out new foliage and twigs last year, 
and this spring it Is showing evidence 
of a complete rejuvenation. It seems 
to have begun a new growth in all of 
its branches and there is much re- 
joicing on the part of the people, who 
revere its age and wonderful history. 


CHICAGO PREACHER A BISHOP. 


Rev. 
Dr. W. A. Quayle Honored by 


Methodist Conference, 


Baltimore, Md.—Rev. Dr. William A. 


Quayle, who was elected a bishop of 
the Methodist church at the 
recent 


general conference held In this city, 
was born at Parkviile, Mo., June 25, 
I860. His parents were both of Manx 
birth. 


Dr. Quayle's early life was passed

magnetic surrey made In the Pacific 
ocean by the yacht Galilee since 1905 
Is shown by a new magnetic chart, 
from which It appears that the chart* 
previously used by navigators in the 
pacific ocean were erroneous along 
some much-traversed routes to the ex- 
tent ot from three 
to five degrees, 


and the errors at times were syste- 
matic. Errors of this magnitude ar» 
of Importance In practical navigation 
where the indications of the compass 
should be as accurate as possible.
